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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Hexham 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
vear  ending  31st  December,  1948. 

The  5th  July,  1948,  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1949.  The  effects  of  this  Act 
upon  the  Public  Health  duties  of  the  council  were  comparatively 
few.  A noteworthy  result  of  the  Act,  however,  was  the 
setting  up  in  the  area  of  the  West  Area  Health  Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Northumberland  Area  Health  Administra- 
tion Scheme,  1948.  Four  members  of  this  Sub-Committee 
are  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  through  them  the  Council 
shares  in  the  administration  of  certain  of  the  County  Health 
Services  in  operation  in  the  area. 

The  birth  rate  is  16.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population,  and  shows  a decrease  over  last  year,  as  does  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  birth  rate  in  the  district 
is  settling  from  a peak  of  18.1  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  in  1946,  the  highest  birth  rate  for  the  district 
during  the  last  25  years. 

The  death  rate  of  12.6  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  shows  a decrease  compared  with  last  year  and 

also  follows  the  national  trend. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  again  decreased  and  has 
reached  a new  low  figure  of  18.0  per  thousand  live  births, 
representing  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
figure  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  district.  It  is  significant, 
however,  that  a percentage  of  these  deaths  is  still  indirectly 
attributable  to  environmental  causes  and  too  much  stress 
cannot  be  laid  on  the  importance  of  environmental  conditions 
to  children,  particularly  those  under  one  year  of  age. 
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During  the  year  there  were  186  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified,  compared  with  280  during  the  previous 
year.  1 lie  decrease  was  chiefly  due  to  a drop  in  t he  incidence 
of  measles.  24  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  8 compared  with  last  year. 

Water  supplies  varied  little  from  last  year  and  the  pre- 
paration of  schemes  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  areas  with  an 
insufficient  supply  proceeded.  Sewage  disposal  again  con- 
tinued as  in  previous  years  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district,  there  remain 
many  areas  requiring  the  provision  of,  or  improvement  to, 
sewage  disposal  facilities. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  bring  to  your  notice  the 
fact  that  owing  to  the  amount  of  time  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  had  to  devote  to  the  pressing  demands  of 
licensing,  town  and  country  planning,  new  housing,  water 
schemes  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  water  supplies,  it 
has  not  been  possible  for  them  to  give  the  desirable  amount  of 
attention  to  their  routine  duties. 

Finally,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committees  for  the  great  interest  thev  have 
shown  in  the  work  of  my  department  and  for  their  unfailing 
support  during  the  year.

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PART  II.— HEALTH  SERVICES  OF  THE  AREA. 


(1)  HOSPITALS 

There  are  in  the  district  five  hospitals  under  the  management  of  the 
Hexham  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee.  These  comprise 
the  Charlotte  Straker  Hospital  and  the  Bridge  End  Maternity  Hospital 
at  Corbridge,  the  Dilston  Maternity  Hospital,  Barrasford  Sanatorium 
and  Wooley  Sanatorium.  These  hospitals  together  with  the  Hexham 
General  Hospital,  the  Hexham  War  Memorial  Hospital  and  the  New- 
castle group  of  hospitals  are  available  to  cases  from  the  area. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  now 
all  referred  to  the  City  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Newcastle- 
upon  Tyne. 

(2)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE  : 

The  British  Red  Cross  acting  as  agents  for  the  Northumberland 
County  Council  provide  an  ambulance  service  which  serves  the  district. 
Ambulance  Stations  are  situated  at  Corbridge  and  at  Hexham. 


(3)  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  Home  Help  Service  is  in 
operation  in  the  district.  Home  Helps  are  available  to  households  where 
such  help  is  required  owing  to  illness  or  confinement,  and  their  services 
are  obtained  through  the  office  of  the  West  Area  Health  Sub-  Committee, 
Prospect  House,  Hexham. 


(4)  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS  :

PART  III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Acomb  Parish. 

The  village  of  Acomb  is  supplied  by  the  Council,  the  quality  of  the 
water  being  satisfactory.  The  quantity  available  is  sufficient  in  winter, 
but  totally  insufficient  in  dry  weather,  and  the  installation  of  the  new 
scheme  (Hexhamshire — Acomb)  is  of  the  greatest  urgency. 

Oakwood  lies  partly  in  Acomb  and  partly  in  Sandhoe  parishes. 
The  water  supply  is  privately  owned  and  is  inadequate.  Oakwood  is 
included  in  the  area  of  the  new  scheme  for  Hexhamshire — Acomb. 

Allendale  Parish. 

Allendale  Town  and  Catton  are  supplied  by  the  Council.  The 
quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  and  the  quantity  is  sufficient. 

The  Old  Town  area  is  very  badly  served,  and  a scheme  to  supply  it 
by  boosting  mains  water  to  a,  service  reservoir  is  awaiting  Ministry  of 
Health  approval. 

The  Council  also  supply  Ropehaugh  area  of  Allenheads.  The 
quantity  is  sufficient. 

Broomhaugh  Parish. 

The  village  of  Broomhaugh  is  supplied  by  the  Council,  the  quality 
is  satisfactory  and  the  supply  is  generally  sufficient. 

Broomley  Parish. 

Stocksfield  and  New  Ridley  are  adequately  supplied  by  the  New- 
castle and  Gateshead  Water  Co. 

Broomley  Village  has  a private  supply  owned  by  the  Northumber- 
land County  Council,  which  is  adequate. 

Chollerton  Parish. 

Barrasford  Village  has  a private  supply  which  is  inadequate  in  dry 
weather. 

Colwell  Village  is  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  quality  is  satis- 
factory and  there  is  an  ample  supply  at  the  springs,  but  I he  hydraulic 
ram  cannot  pump  a supply  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 

Gunnerton  Village  is  supplied  by  the  Council  ; more  water  is  re- 
quired. 

Corbridge  Parish. 

Corbridge  is  supplied  by  the  Council.  There  is  difficulty  in  supplying 
the  higher  reaches. 

Corbridge  is  included  in  the  area  of  the  new  scheme  Hexhamshire — 
Acomb. 
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Hallington  Parish. 

Ihe  village  of  llallington  is  served  partly  by  a private  piped  supply, 
and  partly  by  wells. 

The  piped  supply  is  sufficient  to  serve  all  the  houses  in  the  village. 

Haydon  Parish. 

Haydon  Bridge  is  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  quality  is  satis- 
factory and  the  quantity  is  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

Langley  (Hill  lop)  is  supplied  by  a well.  There  is  no  proper  piped 
supply  for  these  S houses. 

Healey  Parish. 

Healey  is  served  principally  by  wells.  The  possibilities  of  providing 
a pipcfl  supply  are  being  investigated. 

Hedley  Parish. 

Hedley-on-the-Hill — The  Council  supply  the  village  with  water 
obtained  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.,  by  pumping  to  a 
reservoir  south  of  the  village.  The  supply  is  generally  sufficient. 

Hexham  Low  Quarter. 

Part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  supplv  at  Slaley. 
There  is  insufficient  water  in  the  dry  season. 

The  new  Hexhamshire — Acomb  scheme  will  give  an  ample  supplv 
to  part  of  this  Parish  and  part  of  the  Hexham  Middle  and  High  Quarter 
Parishes. 

Horsley  Parish. 

The  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.  supply  the  village  and  the 
houses  and  farms  surrounding  it. 

Humshaugh  Parish. 

The  Village  of  Humshaugh  is  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  qualitv 
of  the  water  is  satisfactory  and  the  quantity  sufficient. 

Newbrough  Parish. 

The  Council  supply  the.  village  of  Newbrough.  The  quality  is 
satisfactory  but  there  is  not  sufficient  for  modern  sanitation. 

Settlingstones  Mines  cottages  have  a private  supply  which  is  suffi- 
cient and  satisfactory. 

The  Woodbine  area  is  supplied  by  the  Council,  but  the  quantity 
is  insufficient. 

Newton  Parish. 

The  village  has  a private  supply,  but  the  quantity  is  not  sufficient 
for  future  needs. 

Newton  Hall  Parish. 

The  quartity  of  water  available  from  the  private  supply 
sufficient  for  modern  sanitation.

They  are  both  included  in  the  new  Hexhainshire — Acomb 
Scheme. 

Oakwood. — See  Acomb  Parish. 

Shotley  High  Quarter. 

Blanchland  is  supplied  by  the  Lord  Crewe  Trustees  and  the  supply 
is  generally  sufficient. 

Shotley  Low  Quarter. 

The  Snods  has  a private  supply  which  is  generally  sufficient. 

Simonburn  Parish. 

Simonburn  Village  has  a private  supply  which  is  insufficient. 

N unwick  Town  Head  has  a private  supply  which  is  adequate. 

Slaley  Parish. 

Slaley  is  supplied  by  the  Council  but  the  supply  is  insufficient  in  dry 
seasons.  The  area  is  included  in  the  Hexhamshire — Acomb  scheme. 

Wall  Parish. 

Wall  Village  is  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  quality  is  satis- 
factory and  the  quantity  sufficient  for  present  demands. 

Warden  Parish. 

Hardhaugh  has  a private  supply  which  is  adequate. 

Fourstones. — The  old  village  of  Fourstones  has  a private  supply  which 
is  adequate. 

The  remainder  of  the  village  is  supplied  by  a private  supply  which  is 
inadequate.

Of  the  two  unsatisfactory  samples,  one  was  from  a supply  proposed 
to  be  used  for  a farm,  and  subsequently  abandoned.  The  other  was  from 
a well  at  a farm,  anil  in  this  case  an  alternative  source  is  being  sought. 

Council’s  Supplies  : 

Of  the  seven  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  Council  supplies, 
five  of  these  were  from  the  Colwell  Village  supply.  Investigation  of 
the  cause  of  the  pollution  was  made  and  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  a 
fracture  in  the  drive  pipe  of  the  hydraulic  ram.  This  was  repaired  and 
subsequent  sampling  has  shown  satisfactory  results. 

The  other  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  Holly  Hall  Middle 
Spring  (Corbridge),  and  as  a temporary  measure  the  water  is  being 
chlorinated,  and  land  is  to  be  fenced  off  to  protect  the  spring. 

Samples  shown  under  the  heading  of  “ Other  Samples  " do  not 
include  any  supplies  at  present  used  for  domestic  purposes. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Acomb  I’arish. 

I he  village  of  Acomb  is  adequately  sewered  and  the  works  consist 
of  settling  tanks  and  bacteria  beds  with  rotary  sprinklers. 

Oak  wood  is  sewered  and  the  sewerage  system  also  serves  Anick 
(Sandhoe  Parish).  The  works  consist  of  a settling  tank  and  bacteria  bed. 

Allendale  Parish. 

Allendale  Town  and  Catton  Village  (except  Wentworth  Terrace) 
are  sewered  to  a works  near  Catton.  The  works  consist  of  settling 
tanks,  bacteria  beds  with  rotary  sprinklers  and  land  treatment. 

Wentworth  Terrace  is  sewered  to  a small  settling  tank  and  bacteria 

bed. 

The  main  sewer  between  Allendale  Town  and  the  works  is  inadequate. 
Allenheads  and  Ropehaugh. — There  are  no  public  sewers.  A portion 
of  Allenheads  village  is  sewered  to  a septic  tank.  Many  of  the  other 
drains  deliver  into  the  River  East  Allen.  A scheme  is  to  be  prepared. 

Broomhaugh  and  Riding  Parishes. 

There  is  an  adequate  system  of  sewers  and  a sewage  works  (settling 
tanks  and  bacteria  beds).  The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  pumped. 

Broomley  Parish. 

Broomley  Village  is  sewered  to  a works  consisting  of  settling  tanks 
and  bacteria  beds. 

Stocksfield  and  New  Ridley  arc  sewered  to  a works  consisting  of 
settling  tanks  and  bacteria  beds.  This  works  is  to  be  extended. 

Chollerton. 

Barrasford  Village  is  sewered  to  a works  (settling  tanks  and  bacteria 
beds). 

Colwell  Village. — A small  portion  is  sewered  to  a settling  tank.  A 
scheme  is  to  be  prepared. 

Gunnerton  Village  is  sewered  to  a works  consisting  of  settling  tanks 
and  bacteria  beds. 

Corbridge  Parish. 

Most  of  Corbridge  is  sewered.  The  drainage  from  the  remainder 
of  the  houses  either  goes  into  the  River  Tyne  or  into  cesspools. 

There  is  a small  works  (tanks  and  bacteria  beds)  dealing  with  the 
sewage  of  Farnley,  but  the  bulk  of  the  sewage  goes  into  the  River  Tyne 
untreated. 

A scheme  is  required. 

Hallington  Parish. 

The  village  of  Hallington  is  provided  with  a sewer  leading  to  a 
settling  tank. 

Haydon  Parish. 

liaydon  Bridge  is  mostly  sewered,  but  Brig  wood  Bungalows  have 
soakaways  on  the  river  bank,  and  Chesterwood  sewage  goes  into  a ditch. 
The  bulk  of  the  sewage  goes  direct  into  the  South  Tyne. 

A scheme  lias  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  re- 
quisite land  purchased,  but  permission  to  commence  the  work  has  not  yet 
been  received. 

Langley  Hill  Head  and  Sawmill  Cottages  have  no  proper  sewers 
or  works.

Newton  Hall  Parish. 

Sewers  are  provided  in  the  village,  but  there  is  no  treatment. 

Ovingham  Parish. 

The  village  is  sewered  and  there  are  two  separate  works,  neither 
of  which  is  very  satisfactorily  sited. 

Ovington  Parish. 

The  village  is  sewered,  but  there  is  no  treatment  of  the  sewage  which 
goes  into  an  open  runner  leading  to  the  River  I yne. 

Riding  Parish. 

See  Broomhaugh  Parish. 

Sandhoe  Parish. 

Sandhoe  Village. — There  are  drains  and  a.  private  sewer. 

Anick  Village  and  Oakwood  are  sewered  to  a works  consisting  of 
settling  tank  and  bacteria  bed. 

Shotley  High  Quarter  Parish. 

Blanchland. — There  is  no  piped  sewerage  system  but  the  sewage, 
carried  by  piped  drains  and  small  enclosed  conduits,  causes  no  nuisance. 
There  is  a constant  flow  of  water  through  the  system.
